A symbolism whose sig- 
nificance has been lost in Ihe dust 
of centuries. The Homans, with 
their passion for the law, char- 
acteristically por( rayed her seal- 
e:l upon a square stone, holding 
111'. 
1 familiar scales and sword— 


they also incorporated her into 
their mylhology. 


According to Orvid her name 


was Aslrea, Ihe daughter of Ju- 
piter and the Tilaness Themis, 
who descended from Heaven dur- 
ing the Golden Age of man and 
gave lo mankind the principles 
of Justice and Equily. As civili- 
zation advanced into the age of 
brass, and iron, and vice and cor- 
ruption increased, she re-ascend- 
ed into Heaven and assumed her 
place in the zodiac as the constel- 
lation Virgo. 


Over the centuries artists have 


Wade literally hundreds of repre- 
sentations of..Justice, employing 
virtually 
every 
medium 
from 


etching and engravings to bas- 
reliefs and free standing statues. 
Each is different, as the indivi- 
dual artist lent his own interpre- 
tation to the traditional iconogra- 
phib concept. In some verisons, 
she has been portrayed as blind, 
denoting impartiality, 
in others 


she has open piercing eyes; and 
in al least one version, that of 
Albrcchl 
Durer, 
the eyes arc 


flashing 
flames.

embellishment, dating

The renowned sculpture, Carl 


Romanelli, is best known for his 
recent works of Ihe SI Catherine 
and St. Vincent statues for the 
St. Vincent Church in Los Ange- 
les, the Al Jolson Monument, the 
Jack Dcmpscy Figurine, and the 
Guy CYippiii Plaque.

Freezing weather prevailed in 


the major part of the country to- 
day but a warming trend was in- 
dicated over most of the chilled 
areas. 


Below zero temperatures were

IDAHO FALLS. Idaho (AP) - 


A new-style nuclear reactor/ '

testing stations. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


quickly sealed off the area and 
said there was no danger to other 
parts of the station or Idaho Falls, 
a city of 34.000 persons 40 miles 
away. 


But the building itself w^ so 


"radioactivcly hot" that only one 
of the three bodies could be re- 
covered in the first nine hours 
after the blast. 


A team of radiological experts, 


eerie looking in their baggy white 
suits with heavy protective shoes, 
gloves and mask, shuttled in and 
out of the building to inspect t 
damage and test the radiation. 


They went in one at a UITKL and 


could slay only minules. ThcMEC 
said it would send airplanes aloft

radiation. A southwest wind, how- 
ever, was blowing at the time and 
would lake any radiation over
